To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1950.  During 
the  first  part  of  this  year,  until  30th  June,  Dr.  0.  H.  Siung,  was 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  From  then,  until  I  took  up  my  appoint¬ 
ment  on  the  9th  October,  Dr.  M.  H.  McKeith,  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  deputised,  and  I  am  indebted  to  her  for  the 
work  which  she  carried  out  during  this  interval. 

The  Birth  Rate  fell  from  20.74  per  thousand  in  1949  to  18.87 
in  1950,  but  remained  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales 
generally  (15.8). 

Once  again  the  Death  Rate  remained  almost  stationary  at 
11.89  per  thousand  (11.55  in  1949)  and  again  was  very  nearly  the 
same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.6). 

Only  one  maternal  death  was  recorded. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  a  further  fall  in 
Infantile  Mortality  from  44.4  per  thousand  live  births  in  1949  to 
36.8  per  thousand  live  births  in  1950.  Unfortunately  the  1950 
figure  remained  considerably  higher  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales  (29.8  per  thousand  live  births). 

The  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  fell  from  0.59 
per  1,000  population  in  1949  to  0.31  per  1,000  population  in  1950. 
The  Death  Rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  0.37  per  1,000 
population  (the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.36).  The 
number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  (76)  continued  high  and 
the  urgent  need,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  and  infantile  mortality,  is  for  a  rapid  improvement  in  the 
housing  conditions  of  a  large  section  of  the  population  of  Wallsend.

As  in  1949,  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  There  was, 
unfortunately,  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  immunised. 
It  is  very  important  to  realise  that  freedom  from  Diphtheria  will 
last  only  as  long  as  sufficient  children  in  the  community  are 
immunised. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  1,472, 
more  than  double  that  in  1949  (669).  The  increase  was  due  almost 
entirely  to  Measles. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  kind  encouragement 
and  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  assistance.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chief 
Clerk  for  his  work  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  this  report.

.  GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  48,860,  an  increase  of  30  over  the  1949 
figure. 

Births. — There  were  922  live  births  recorded  representing  a 
birth  rate  of  18.87  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  a  rate  of 
20.74  in  1949.  The  rate  remains  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  (15.8). 

■  In  addition,  there  were  33  still  births  representing  a  still-birth 
rate  of  34.55  per  1,000  live  and  still  births.  There  were  29  illegiti¬ 
mate  births  (3.14  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births). 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Wallsend  residents  was 
581,  equivalent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  11.89  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  11.55  in  1949  and  11.1  in 
1948.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1950  was  11.6 
and  the  rate  for  126  large  towns  was  12.3. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  reduction  in  infant  deaths  was  con¬ 
tinued.  34  infants  died  before  completing  the  first  year  of  life  as 
compared  with  45  in  1949.  This  represents  a  reduction  in  the  rate 
per  thousand  live  births  from  44.4  to  36.8.  The  corresponding 
rate  for  1950  for  England  and  Wales  was  29.8  and  for  126  large 
towns,  33.8. 
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Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  new  cases  notified  continued 
high  at  90  (76  pulmonary)  as  compared  with  91  (78  pulmonary)  in 
1949.  However,  the  number  of  deaths  fell  from  30  (29  pulmonary) 
in  1949,  to  18  (15  pulmonary)  in  1950. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  population  from  Tuberculosis  was 
0.37  (0.619  in  1949)  compared  with  0.36  for  England  and  Wales 
and  0.42  for  126  large  towns. 

Infectious  Diseases  .-—-There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  1950,  1,472  cases  being  notified 
compared  with  669  in  1949.  The  increase  was  almost  entirely  due 
to  a  widespread  outbreak  of  Measles.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
due  to  infectious  diseases  was  32  (18  due  to  Tuberculosis)  compared 
with  63  in  1949  (30  due  to  Tuberculosis). 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  with  an  area  of  3,543.933 
acres  and  a  river  frontage  of  2.1  miles  on  the  North  bank  of  the 
River  Tyne,  is  situated  between  the  City  and  County  of  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  on 
the  east  in  both  of  which  directions  it  is  already  built  up  so  that  all 
future  housing  or  industrial  development  can  be  established  north¬ 
wards  only. 

The  area  is  almost  entirely  an  industrial  one,  the  chief 
industries  being  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  marine  and  general 
engineering,  rope  making,  as  well  as  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes  and  provide  canteen 
and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees  besides  which  the  local 
Colliery  Welfare  Scheme  has  established  pit-head  baths. 

Employment.- — During  the  year  there  were  545  people  regis¬ 
tered  as  unemployed  in  the  Borough  out  of  a  total  insured 
population  of  23,907.

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. 

A  report  on  each  specific  outbreak  is  as  follows  : — 

1.  On  the  8th  August,  1950,  an  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning 
was  notified  from  a  house  in  Wallsend.  All  the  seven  inmates 
were  affected. 
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On  making  investigations  it  was  found  that  the  patients  had 
partaken  of  Roast  Beef  and  Mutton,  and  Bilberry  Pie. 

The  meat,  which  had  been  purchased  at  a  local  store,  was 
cooked  on  the  6th  August  and  no  ilheffects  occurred  after  the  meat 
was  eaten  on  that  date. 


On  the  7th  August  the  meat  was  served  cold  and  the  patients 
showed  signs  of  illness  after  eating  the  meat,  and  in  additipn  the 
patients  also  ate  Bilberry  and  Plum  Tart  and  Blanc-mange,  which 
had  been  cooked  on  the  same  date.

4  of  the  cases  were  severely  sick  and  had  frequent  attacks  of 
Diarrhoea. 


T  ease  was  only  slightly  affected  with  Diarrhoea  and  had  no 
sickness. 


1  case  had  no  Diarrhoea  and  was  sick  on  only  one  occasion, 
but  suffered  from  dizziness. 


In  the  remaining  case,  although  showing  no  signs  of  illness, 
organisms  of  the  food  poisoning  group  were  found  in  the  faeces.

Salm.  typhi-murium  was  found  in  the  vomitus  of  one  of  the 
patients.  Organisms  of  the  Food  Poisoning  Group  were  found  in 
the  faeces  of  all  the  patients. 

2  of  the  cases  recovered  within  two  days  and  the  remaining 
5  cases  after  1 1  days. 

2.  On  the  16th  September,  1950,  a  21st  Birthday  Party  was 
held  at  a  local  Church  Hall.  The  majority  of  the  guests  had  a 
meal  consisting  of  Roast  Beef,  Pease  Pudding,  Tongue  and  Cakes. 
The  meals  were  partaken  at  4-30  p.m.  and  the  first  signs  of  illness 
occurred  at  7-30  p.m.  on  the  same  day.  Three  of  the  guests  were 
removed  direct  from  the  Church  Hall  to  Hospital,  after  examination 
by  local  practitioners.  2  were  discharged  within  two  days  and  the 
remaining  patient  was  in  Hospital  for  five  days. 

21  cases  were  officially  notified  as  Staphylococcal  Food  Poison¬ 
ing  and  the  total  number  ascertained  in  connection  with  the  outbreak 
was  48.  The  estimated  number  of  consumers  at  risk  was  90. 


The  main  symptoms  of  the  21  cases  were  al^dominal  pains, 
sickness,  diarrhoea,  feverishness  and  prostration. 

The  average  interval,  ingestion  to  onset,  was  3  to  6  hours.

On  making  investigations  it  was  found  that  the  Beef,  Tongue 
and  Peas  had  been  purchased  in  North  Shields  and  the  Health 
Authorities  ,  submitted-  the  following  report :  .n  :  ^ 

“It  would  appear  that  none  of  the  foodstuffs  pur¬ 
chased  and  cooked  have  been  the  cause  of  any  trouble 
as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  they  were  stored,  sold  and  prepared  are  satis- 
factory.“ 

A 'Small  portion  of  the  foodstuffs/ was  prepared  in  Wallsend  ; 
3-lbs  of  Peas  and  one  Tongue,  The  premises  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  .  . 

The  bread,  cakes  and  confectionery  were  supplied  by  a  local 
baker  and  his  premises  were  of  a  satisfactory  standard. 

No  trace  of  rodents  was  found  on  any  of  the  premises. 

14  types  of  foodstuffs  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  no  organisms  of  Shigellae,  Salmonellae  groups 
found  :  No  staphylococci. 

No  pathogens  were  isolated  in  the  faeces. 

3.  On  the  10th  November,  1950,  a  female  aged  42  years  and 
her  son  aged  14  years  were  notified  as  suffering  from  Food  Poisoning. 

The  patients  had  partaken  of  Minced  Beef  Loaf.  A  portion 
was  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  but  no  pathogens 
were  isolated. 

Faeces  from  the  patients  also  gave  negative  results. 

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

Posters  supplied  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
have  again  been  displayed  each  month  on  the  poster  frames  pre¬ 
viously  used  by  the  Empire  Marketing  Board. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47. 

On  the  21st  November,  1950,  a  certificate  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  was  submitted  to  the  meeting  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  in  respect  of  a  female,  aged  70  years,  who  was  living 
under  insanitary  conditions,  and  was  unable  to  devote  to  herself 
and  was  not  receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention, 
and  it  was  resolved  that  application  be  made  to  a  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  under  Sub-Section  (3)  of  Section  47  of 
the  above  Act. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Town  Council  at  their  meeting  held  on  the  5th  Decem¬ 
ber,  1950. 

On  the  19th  December,  1950,  an  application  was  made  to  the 
Wallsend  Police  Court  for  an  Order  for  the  removal  of  the  woman 
to  Holmlands  Hospital,  Preston  Road,  North  Shields.  Evidence 
was  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  woman  did  not  appear  at  the  Police  Court  and  the 
Magistrates  made  an  Order  for  her  removal  to  the  Institution. 

She  complied  with  the  Order  and  subsequently  agreed  to 
remain  in  the  Institution.

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial  uses,  etc. 

A  proportion  of  the  older  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have 
the  service  pipes  only  laid  into  the  yard.

NATIONAL  SMOKE  ABATEMENT  SOCIETY,  NORTH  EAST 

DIVISIONAL  COUNCIL. 

A  meeting  of  the  North  Eastern  Division  was  held  at  Middles¬ 
brough  on  the  6th  June,  1950. 

Aid.  J.  A.  McFadyen  (Chairman)  and  Aid.  Mrs.  J.  Richardson 
(Vice-Chairman),  together  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Sanitary  Inspector,  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  where  a  paper 
entitled,  "Smoke  Abatement  with  special  reference  to  Tees-side" 
was  given  by  A.  H.  Rushworth,  Esq.,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Billingham  U.D.C.,  and  later  a  tour  was  made  of  the  industrial 
areas  showing  the  effect  of  smoke  on  dwelling  houses  in  the  area. 


Aid.  J.  A.  McFadyen  and  tUe  Sanitary  Inspector  were  again 
elected  to  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

Further  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  Feld  at 
New^castle  on  the  7th  September,  1950,  and  the  10th  October,  1950. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  (Aid.  J.  A.  McFadyen), 
and  Sanitary  Inspector  attended  these  meetings  and  discussions 
took  place  regarding  the  Rules  and  ;Con^?titution  of  the  , Council. 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  tirne  it  is  largely 
attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions  for  male, 
female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  waiter  is  heated  and  maintained 
at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous  aeration 
filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  com¬ 
plete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The  bath 
water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Royles  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  million  of  the 
water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 


SCHOOLS. 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re-admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected, 
as  well  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars. 


DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.

A  satisfactory  refrigerator  and  a  supply  of  running  hot 
water  being  provided  in  each  instance. 
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2  applications  were  received  for  registration  of  premises  for  the 
manufacture  of  Meat  Pies.  One  of  the  applications  was  granted 
after  structural  alterations  had  been  carried  out  to  the  premises. 
The  remaining  application  was  hot  granted  owing  to  the  premises 
being  unsuitable. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

In  connection  with  our  Clean  Food  Campaign  and  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  Food  Traders’  Guild,  an  inspection  of  all  food  premises 
in  the  Borough  is  now  being  carried  out.
